Great Britain and Ireland, the only
MUrvivor of tho three «on« of the do
jure sovereign Duke of Brunswick,
Duke of Cumberland In England, and
ex-Crown Prince of Ufanover, to Prin¬
cess Victoria Douise. only daughter of
the German Kaiser, inarlfi the end of
a feud which has existed between this
branch of the reigning: house of >Eiig-
iand and the court of Berlin, ever
since Prussia deprived the late blind jKing of Hanover of his throne and of
his dominions in 1866. it In hy no
means the first instance of a matrl- jmonlal alliance, or of a closo relation¬
ship between the reigning houses of,
Hanover and Hohenzollern.
The Invasion and annexation of Han-Jover by Prussia in 1866 was rendered

additionally bitter to the late King- of
llanover, by -the fact that his adver-
sary. the then King of Prussia, (after-
wards Emperor William I.) had not
only been Ills intimate friend from
earliest boyhood, but was also his first
cousin. For old Emperor William's
mother, Queen Eouise of Prussia, wastho sister of the first Queen of Han-
over, namely. of the blind King'smother. Frederick, Duke of York, thesoldier brother of Georce IV. of Eng¬land and of Hanover, was married to I
Princess Frederica. daughter of Kins iFrederick William II. of Prussia.Frederick the Great's mother. QueenSophia, Dorothea or Prussia, was aPrincess of Hanover and Gr*at Brit-ain; while coming down to more re-
cent times, we have Queen Victoria's!eldest daughter marrying the late Km-
peror Frederick, and Princess Doulseof Prussia becoming the wife of theDuke of Connaught. From this it willbe seen that the matrimonial alliancesbetween the dynasties of Hanover andof Prussia have been t:u*n«:rous, and Jthat the blood relationship betweenthe two houses has always be< n veryclos^.

the neighborhood of Dorchester and
stood until last week in lonely gran-deur almost on the seashore, washedby the waters of the English Channel, jand facing a narrow salt water estu-
ary known as the Fleet. As its name
implies, it was formerly an Important!
monastery, the residence of an abbot jof great power and influence.

Its swanneries and duck decoys
were already celebrated more than a
thousand years ago. The swr.nnery is
indeed, the largest and most indent
In Europe, and there aro invariably
some two or three thousand of these
beautiful birds, with their snow whit--1
plumes, to be found there at. complete
liberty, roaming and swimming' about
Just as they like. Thev ;u. born
fighters, and during tli.. breeding sea-
son not a day passes without Homeric
battles between the males, indeed,
the lighting is almost continual dur¬
ing that period. They are l'ncal de-
scendants of the swans which flourish¬
ed there in the reign of King Canute,
and In the wars that have devastated
England at various thn?s throughout
the last ten centuries, they have
never been disturbed.
From time Immemorial the swan

has been regarded as .1 royal bird, and
no one lias been permitted to keep
them without a special license from
the crown. By the terms of this license
each swan must bear the particular
mark of its owner, cut oti its bill, and
these marks, few in number, are reg¬
istered with the King's swan master,'
who is a member of th.2 royal house¬
hold. The swan master lias the i*ight
to confiscate, in the name of the crown,
any swan found in Great Britain and
Ireland or the adjacent isles which is
not thus marked. The principal own-
ers of swans, besides the King and the
Earls of Ilchester, are the ltiver
Thames Conservancy Board and two
of tho oldest of the colleges of Ox-
ford University.
Another feature of Abbotsbury, al-

mosi as old as the swannery is tho
system of duck decoys, and so clever
are the decoy ducks in leading wild
duck and other wild water fowl
into the wired-in tunnels which
have taken the place of the
former wickorwork contrivances, that
500 wild ducks, besides wild geese, etc..
are considered as merely an average
day's bag.
The grounds and gardens f>;irround-

ing the swanneries and decoy ponds
are rendered most plct Jres-i uc by all
sorts of tropical vegetation. which
flourishes there, thanks to the alluvial
soil, the shelter, and above all, the.
skill and genius of a whole series of
generations of Pcoteh gardeners. There
Is the finest collection of bamboos in
Europe, lily-of-the-valley trees from
Florida, arbutus from the Canary
Islands, and the Abyssinian banana,
with its huge smooth, o;ly leaves,
which the natives In that part ol
Africa are said to use instead of sheets j

for the purpose of enveloping those
altllcted with fever.
Kverything at Abbotsbury spoko of

the past; much of it bore the stamp
of the reign of Queen Kli/.uboth, and
forming part of the domain, on an |eminence behind what was until last
week tiie castle, stands the Chapel of !
St. Catherine, built at the time of the
Wars of the Hoses, and forming an jancient landmark of the Dorsetshire
coast.
Lord Ilchester, the owner of Abbots-

bury, has fortuuately a number of
other homes that still remain at ills
disposal, the two most famous being
Ills London residence, known as Hoi-
land House, and Melbury l-'ark. in !
Dorsetshire, which, built early in the!
fifteenth century, was much enlarged
during the reign of Henry VIII. by!
Sir Giles Strangways, the east front
.the most modern addition.dating
from the reign of Queen Anne. Queen jKlizabeth was a guest there during
a royal progress .which she made
through Dorsetshire, and in the won¬
derful picture gallery there is a very
curious old painting Illustrating the
pageant. The park, which is the most!
beautiful and largest 'n the country.
contains some of the most ancient
and blygest oaks In Kngiand. and an
avenue of four lines of sycamores
which Is unique.
Lord Ilchester comes to the name ot

Strangways and also to th< territorial
possesions of the ancient house of
Strangways, through the female line.
Strictly speaking, he is a Fox, and
the founder of the fortunes of liis
race was Sir Stephen Fox, who assist-;
ed the escape of Charles II. after the
bottle of Worcester, refused a peer¬
age offered to him by James Tl. on
condition that he would Ih-c one a
Catholic, suggested the erection of
Chelsea Hospital, headed the Com-
mons in the coronation procession of
Queen Anne, and lived to sit for Salis-
bury in the first Parliament of G.-orge
I. lie married for the second time at;
the age of seventy-six. and had four
children, two of them being sons. eacli
of whom became the originator of a
distinguished line.
The younger, Henry, was the first

Lord Holland, and father ot Charl.-s
.lames Fox, the statesman. The elder,
Stephen, was raised to the pecrago In
1741, became Karl of Ilclic3ter in 175(1

IN COURTROOM

Trial of F. L. Hargrove, Charged
With Murder, Begins at

Spotsylvania.
Spotsylvania, Va., February ] {.

Tho trial of P. j^, Hargrove, who had
been indicted for the murder of Mans¬
field Thornton and his wife, Melvina
Thornton, in their home In Spotsyl¬
vania County on the night of Decem¬
ber 13, then setting Are to the home
and burning the two bodies, is in pro¬
gress in tho Circuit Court of Spotsyl¬
vania County, with Judge R.' u. d.
Chichester presiding. The case has at¬
tracted a great deal of attention, and
large crowds are in attendance. The
lawyers in the case are T. Stokeley
Coleman, Commonwealth's attorney, as¬
sisted by p. W. Coleman, of Fredericks¬
burg, for thi*' State. l^onard F. I'ier-
son and c. O'Conor Goolrick are couu-
sey for Hargrove.
Hargrove has been noting in a. pe¬

culiar way, and before he was brought
into the courthouse at the opening of'
the trial, he had torn his clothing from
ills body and other clothing had to be
secured. He was brought in bodily
by able-bodied colored men, and was
bound in a chair In the courthouse
w'tli ropes. The testimony of Drs. j
W. A. Harris, of Spotsylvania, and F.
c; IVftt* u Scott and J. x. Barney,
of this city, who had examined Har¬
grove. was taken as to their opinions
on the question of insanity. The phy¬
sician^ stated that Hargrove was sub¬
ject to hysteria, but they believed him
to be entirely sane. The court ap-1
pointed a jury to act on the matter,
01 Insanity of Hargrove, and tkiis Jury
brought In a vordict that in their
opinion Hargyqvo was sane.
To-day the selection of a jury oc¬

cupied a large part of the time of the
court. Thera are a great many wit¬
nesses to be heard, but it is believed
that the trial will end by Saturday
evening.

This bottle,
was found where the murder occurred,
and was proven in court to-day to be
the same bottle Q«t of which James
Thornton took a drink of whiskey!
given him by Hargrove, a f*w hours'
previous to the murder.
